Castle were again brought up on remand 
in Marlborough street polio* court this 
morning, charged with the theft of vari- 
ous .irticles fram London stores and were 
com initted for trial at the next sessions. 
BoUi pleaded not guilty and were re- 
leased on the same bail, $150,000. 


At the conclusion of the court proceed- 


ings a representative of the Associated 
press interviewed Mr. Castle. The Cali- 
fornia merchant said he had been in- 
structed by his counsel not to talk for 
publication, but was glad of an oppor- 
tunity to explain certain things. "lean- 
not sufficiently thank my friends in Cali- 
forn.a and elsewhere for their kindness." 


"I air in deep trouble, but am entirely 


innocent. It will be clearly proved at the 
trial that my wife has been suffering from 
a disorder which makes her irresponsible. 
I can show bow she was under the care of 
physicians. Last May, while in London, 
I was obliged to call doctors to examine 
my wife. 
We are now living where it is 


absolutely quiet." 


The reporter asked Mr. Castle to ex- 


phvn how when living in the same room 
he did not know the stolen articles were 
in his wife's possession. He replied that 
"76 i>er cent of the articles the police 
found were paid for by myself. 1 shall prove 
this at the trial. I am not a millionaire 
but always gave my wife plenty of money 
to buy what she wanted. She ilio has 
money herself. I did not know tl.e con- 
tents of the trunks, but if th-.y had been 
twice as much I should have thought she 
bad purchased them. I had 10 idea she 
wub thus afflicted. 
Never in the ten 


yta rs of our married life have I noticed 
snub, tendency." 


Mr. Castle said he thought the action 


of the magistrate of Marlborough street 
jjo'ice court was unduly severe. He said 
Insnector Arrow offered his sympathy 
sa j i ng he had misjudged Mr. Castle from 
the beginning of the case. Regarding the 
future Mr. Castle said "we shall try to 
res!ore my wife as much as possible 
before the trial. There is bnt one line 
of defense possible considering my wife's 
henlth. I apprehend no trouble in prov* 
in?.' my innocence."

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—It is stated by 


officials that the reports coming from 
New Orleans as to an exciting controversy, 
at Havana 
between Consul General 


Pitzhugh Lee and General Weyler over 
an attempted apprehension of a. Mezican 
named Fernadez aboard an American 
ship, Vigilancia, are given a significance 
and importance to the event not wholly 
warranted. 


If there are any apprehensions war 


would result, the feeling must have been 
confined entirely to Havana, for the law 
on the subject is so clear in its applica- 
tion and has been so freely established by 
precedent that the officers here were in 
no doubt regarding the outcome. General 
Lee has not informed the state depart- 
ment of the affair and in fact he does not 
deem it worthy the expense of cabling, 
but trusts to mail service to give evidence 
of tbe importance of the incident. 


The Spanish authorities have received 


advices fully explaining the case, but the 
despatches treated the matter in a pacific 
manner and as an incident which has 
been 
satisfactorily 
adjusted 
between 


Weyler and Lee. 


Weyler ordered the arrest of Fernadez 


as a suspect, not knowing he was aboard 
an American ship. 
Later, General Lee 


notified the Spanish authorities that the 
Vigilancia was an American ship, which 
under the treaty rights had immunity 
from search for suspects. 
Weyler 


promptly acceded to Lee's position and 
the affair ended. 


No protests of tho claims have been 


submitted at Washington by either side. 
It is said positively the reports are in- 
correct which Weyler said had contem- 
plated firing on the Vigilancia.

Wallace Freeman died this morning at 


the Park View house, Fairhaven, Vt., 
where he had been stopping; for the past

mother. 
He had been In a feeble condi- 


tion for some time and the news of his 
death was not altogether unexpected. 


Mr. Freeman was the son of Mr. and 


Mrs. W. W. Freeman and was born «t 
Salem, N. Y., 61 years ago. When he 
was a young boy his fithor moved to 
Adams, where ho was engaged in the 
mercantile business for several years, and 
later he located in this city and became 
the head of the Freeman Manufacturing 
company, now the Windsor company. 


Wallace Freeman graduated at Williams 


college in the class of'67. He was a good stu- 
dent and popular with his class. He ranked 
high as a speaker and writer, and was for 
some time one of the editors of the Quar- 
terly, a college publication. 
After his 


graduation he took a position in the office 
of the Freeman Manufacturing company 
and later became the treasurer of the 
concern, which position he held for a 
number of years. 


For several years Mr. Freeman had led 


a retired life at the old homestead, corner 
of Bank and Summer streets. He read 
and traveled extensively and kept himself 
well posted on all the important move- 
ments of the times. 
He was a man of 


quiet habits and manner, bnt was 
pleasant and amiable companion, and as a 
citizen he was always ready to support 
any movement or cause that was for the 
benefit of the community. He was a thor" 
oughly honest and sincere man, and his 
fine natural ability was universally rec. 
ognized. A few years ago after returning 
from a visit to the Sandwich Islands he 
read a paper before the board of trade 
setting forth the natural advantages of 
the islands and the condition of affairs 
there Tbe paper was published in the 
TRAHSCRIPT and was read with unusual 
interest, both oil account' of its subject 
matter and the pleasing manner of its 
presentation.

ceived Their Big Fronts They Might Be 
Tnkeu From Them by tho Fiat Money 
Some Cheap Money People Desire. 
Aii appeal for extra contributions to 


tho Popocratio cause has been made to 
the members of the Silver trust. They 
are urged to dig down deep again into 
their pockets and to keep on digging 
down deep in order to elec^o the presi- 
dency Mr, William 'Jenfungs Bryaii. 
The appeal is pointed with the reminder 
that by tha adoption of free silver the 
silver kings will be assured a clear profit 
of 04 cents an ounce on the 60,000,000 
ounces of silver mined annually. 


These mice owners have reason to ex- 


pect uiidoulitedly that the enactment of 
a free coinage Jaw will ba followed by 
a riso in the prica of silver, such as oc- 
curred when the Shermau 3aw was en- 
acted in 1890. The passago of a free 
coinage law would ba sure to cause 
some advance in tho white metal at tho 
begmning. When the price, therefore, 
went up, these big owners of silver 
could dispose at a big profit of ail the 
bullion they might have on hand at the 
time and all that could be mined within 
a reasonable time thereafter. 


But they must know also that after 


tho first splurge the price of silver would 
sink back again to abont the present 
price and the big profits cease. But 
while the boom was on, while silver 
enjoyed its temporary inflation, the 
money would roll into the coffers of the 
silver kings, and the immense Bums 
realized would lie invested and loaned 
out and otherwise disposed of BO as to 
bring in an annual return in interest. 


lu working for this fool's paradise, 


however, a day of recljomiig for even 
the silver kings would follow in the 
wake of free coinage. All these fellows 
who are shouting for cheap money and 
debt repudiation do not expect to stop 
at 50 cent dollars. Free coinage of SO 
cent dollars would be only thn first step. 
The inevitable second step would be to 
institute a fiat money, n ecrip currency, 
a 10 or 6 or no cent dollar. And after 
the silver kings and satellites had raked 
in their gains and loaned them out 
through the medium of tha 50 cent dol- 
lar law, thia complementary 5 cent dol- 
lar law would coma along, the nation 
would fall again from a 50 cent dollar 
basia to a 5 cent dollar basis, and the 
silver kiugs with the rest would be 
forced to accept these B or even no cent 
dollars in payment for the 50 cent dol- 
lars they had invested. 


The law for which they are fighting 


rapaciously now to substitute 50 cents 
for a dollar in their interest.i would then 
be changed so tlmt even tho pretense of 
an intrinsic money standard would be 
abandoned, and their interests with the 
rest would suffer accordingly. They 
would get a liberal dose of their own 
medicine aud perhaps then would be 
able to realize what they are blind to 
now—that honesty is the best policy. 
This is a case where it would be far 
bnttpr not to have loved free silver and 
lost than never to have loved at all.— 
Chicago Tribuuo.

liam J. Bryan. Said Mr. Bryan in Ms 
Cincinnati speech: 


"Wherever yon have the gold stand- 


ard you have stagnation in business and 
men out of work.'' 


We had the gold (standard in the Mc- 


Kinley tariff years, Mr. Bryan. Then 
every mill and factory in this country 
was busy. Then wages went up in all 
manufacturing industries. Then the 
wage earners had BO much more money 
to spend that in 1898 they were nble to 
pay for and conenmo 70,000,000 more 
bushels of wheat than in 1895, though 
the population of the country was 
6,000,000 lass than it now is. In the 
jicKinley years tha farmer was able to 
sell his crops, getting gold standard 
money for (hem and paying off his debts 
•with it, dollar for dollar, and buying 
what he wanted, dollar for dollar. 


Wo had the gold standard from 1888 


to 1892, and in that time wages ad- 
vanccd in tho manufacturing industries 
exactly 50 per cent. In tha trades, dur- 
ing the same period, wages advanced 25 
per cent for two hours' leas work a day. 


We had the gold standard from 


March, 1681, to March, 189S, and in 
that time, under protective tariff laws, 
the government's interest bearing debt 
was reduced from tl.660,985,000 to 
$583,034,360. 


When the present free trade adminis- 


tration came into power and when the 
free trade Wilson law Was passed, we 
had "stagnation in business and men 
out of work." We had 1,000,000 men 
out of employment, and the wage pay- 
ments of the country diminished by 
more than $300,000,000 a year. We had 
the value of the farmer's live stock re- 
duced enormously*—the value of our 
sheep alone was cut in half, from $125,- 
000,000 to $G5,000,000; his cereal crops 
without a market because the wage 
earners could not buy what they former- 
ly had consumed, and mortgage pay- 
ment? stopped. We had four issues of 
bonds, which, principal and interest, 
will cost the people $502,000,000 to pay 
off. We had a constant treasury defi- 
ciency because our expenditures vastly 
exceeded our revenues. 


We had all this debt, poverty and 


misery, Mr. Bryan, because of the Wil- 
EOU law. You voted for that bill. As a 
member of the ways and means commit- 
tee yon helped to frame it. 
You. urged 


even heavier reductions in the tariff 
than were made. 


And because you know, Mr. Bryan, 


that it was this monstrous Wilson law 
that brought ruin to the country, yon 
are afraid to discuss the tariff. You 
take a coward's refuge behind the mon- 
ey issue. It was you and the Wilson 
law, Mr. Bryan, which brought "stag- 
nation in business and men out of 
work." You, as much as Grover Cleve- 
land and Professor Wilson, are respon- 
sible, and the people of thi United 
States will exact the penalty from you 
on election day—tho penalty of a defeat 
that will be a shame and a disgrace to 
you.—New York Press. 


A FREE SILVER FLOOD. 


Germany Ha* Silver to Sell. 


The Now York Tribune calls atten- 


tion to the fact that Prince Bismarck's 
predilection for silver has been a costly 
thing for the German government. It 
says: 


''After the laws of 1871 nnd 1878, 


placing Germany on a gold basis, the 
government began to sell its store of 
silver. It continued to do so until 1877, 
when BiFirmi-ck stopped it. Germany at 
that time had &boat $100,000,000 in 
tho white metal. This amount she still 
has ready for market. The chancellor 
waa coiuternnod by all tho wisest finan- 
ciers of the fatherland for his action, 
as it was predicted at the time that the 
price of silver would continue to fall 
and Germany would lose money by re- 
taining the metal. 
The 
prediction 


proved true. The price of silver has 
fallen even more than its greatest en- 
emy could have wished, and the market 
value of the $100,000,000 today is lit- 
tle more than half its value in 1877. 
Bismarck is, of course, a patriot and 
wishes to promote tho success of Ger- 
many rather than of the United States. 
If the United Status adopt free coinage 
of silver at tho rate of 16 to 1, Germany 
would have a market for her $100,000,- 
000 of silver, nnd Bismarck's critics 
might forget the evil which he had 
done in 1877. The name of Bismarck, 
at any rate, is not one for the Popocrats 
to conjure with.'' 


Germany is not the only nation which 


has disused silver to throw on the mar- 
ket the moment a market shall be of- 
fered. All the members of the Latin 
union, who were years ago forced to 
stop silver coinage in order to protect 
themselves from silver monometallism, 
are ready to sond us silver by the ton. 
—Philadelphia Becord. 


Bismarck Not B Financier. 


Both here and in Germany Che report 


that Bismarck's views on bimetallism 
nre treated as of importance by any sec- 
tion of the American people is received 
tn a mirthful spirit. Bismarck's hope- 
less ignorance on all financial questions 
made him the butt of two generations 
of his parliamentary associates when- 
ever he essayed to talk on them. His 
speeches on these subjects used to be 
filled with maddened retorts to men 
who criticised him.—London Letter to 
New York Times.

A 53 cent dollar is a silver dollar that 


! will exchange for only its bullion value, 


or 53 cents in gold. It ia the kind of 
dollar that wage earners of every sort 
would receive under free coinage. Of 
course, the dollar would be nominally a 
100 cent dollar, and would be worth 
100 cents in silver, butt like Mexican 
dollars at the present time, it would 


. take two of them to buy a gold dollar 
1 or a gold dollar's worth of commodities. 
! Under our present money standard and 
1 system our 412}^ grain silver dollars, 


though containing but €3 cents' worth 
of silver, are held up by the government 


, to a parity with gold. 
| 
The government does this just now 


with some difficulty. Though the num- 
ber of silver dollars is limited it has to 
borrow gold to maintain the parity, but 
under free coinage the supply of silver 
dollars would be unlimited, and they 
would have to pass at their bullion 
value, since it would be entirely impos- 
sible for the United States government 
alone to keep tho world's supply of sil- 
ver on a parity with gold at a ratio of 
10 to 1.—Philadelphia Press.

In wheat and the consequent excite- 
ment on the exchange drew crowds 
of interested Hfn ,'tators to the visit-

Apparently 


tha outside pn\' ^ are being tempted 
into the speculation in wheat but gen- 
erally a more conservative feeling is 
ev dent among the professionals. The 
small "scalping" traders have practi- 
cally withdrawn, the pace of fluctua- 
tions being too rapid for them. The 
remarkable advance was started yes- 
terday on advices from England of a. 
rise there in the market of 8 to 10 
cents per bushel, and the bull move- 
ment was at once intensified with 
force and vigor, developing cyclonic 
tendencies to which previous activities 
were comparatively summer breezes. 
Dnring the first hour great activity 
and excitement dominated all the grain 
miirkets (except oats), but was tem- 
pered with moderation. Prices started 
with the hurdle leap of 3% to 4)i cents 
per bushel advance over Saturday's 
ni on regular closing prices, December 
at 85>i@£S% and 82%@g3>£ on the 
later "curb,'' was checked back hesita- 
tingly to 85%, then made a wild runa- 
way to 8GH'- These changes occurred 
in less than ten minutes. Thereafter 
the trading quieted somewhat, but con- 
tinued very nervous and uncertain, 
with occasional spurts of buying and 
Belling, sending prices in upward flights 
or downwards' but on the whole closed 
w.than easier tendency. Early in the 
day there was considerable realizing 
selling, bul the offerings were more 
fi-sxsly absorbed in a mysterious way 
ar.d more wanted and rapid bide and 
sales followed on a quick upward slid- 
ing- scale. There was no resisting the 
urgent and vigorous advance. Prices 
rose easily and without effort, differ- 
ent prices being paid at one and the 
same time. On the whole, the total 
business in wheat, while intensely 
nervous and active, was not of large 
volume.

SWEPT BY A GREAT FIRE. 


Th» Entire Bmlnes» Portion of Enfleld, 


Man., Wiped Ont. 


Athol, Mass., Oct. 20.—The town of 


Enfleld was visited by a fire yesterday 
which wiped out the whole business 
portion. The fire started in a bakery, 
presumably from an overheated oven, 
and made rapid headway, spreading 
from the bakery to Gould's tinshop, 
then to the Masonic block, on the cor- 
ner of the two main streets. Thence it 
leaped the street to the opposite cor- 
ner, burning out the long block ot 
stores there and a dwelling beyond. 
While this was in progress the strong 
wind carried sparks across the river, 
igniting the lumber yard of Gillette & 
Flint, containing about 100,000 feet. 
This was entirely burned out. Tha 
lumber of the Boston & Albany Bail- 
road company, across the track from 
this, was also burned. There were no 
means whatever for fighting the fire, 
not even a hand engine, and late in the 
afternoon word was sent to Athol for 
aid. 
A steamer and hose company re- 


sponded. When they arrived the fire 
had exhausted nearly all the combusti- 
ble material in reach and was soon 
under control. The loss will be very 
heavy.
